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The Twenty and One NiKhU 

When night time came in Saa 
katchewan, and after supper was 
over, our farmer would tell us a 
bedtime story each night. That 
these may be perpetuated among 
the roBstcrpieces ol fiction, I re 
cord a few of them now. . . 

Well my boys, you won't be able 
to work tomorrow, if this wind 
keeps up, so you'll be able to go 
down to the slough and shoot ducks 
or ftsh. I have never done much 
duck-shooting myself, and there're 
no guns around the house. There 
arc no fishing poles for that matter 
either, but then, you don't need a 
pole for fishing. 

I remember one spring when the 
Valley was running pretty high 
with water, we heard that there 
were pike in It a good four feet long 
—so big that a pole was no good, 
and you had to use a gun on the 
critters. 

So me and another fellow got out 
our guns— I had a nice little horse 
piftol I'd raised from a Colt— and 
we drove down to the Valley to 
fiah. 

We waded into the water up to 
OUT waists and started looking 
around for fish. Pretty soon I sec 
one. I take my gun, I cock one of 
the barrels, and I aim at the thing. 
I move up closer to the fish which 
is the biggest pike I ever seen, and 
it didn't seem to pay much atten- 
tion to me. I sight the gun for just 
behind his front fin, and I fire. 

The next thing I knew, I was on 
the shore with two dead ducks by 
my side, and the fish nowhere to 
1» seen. I couldn't for the life of 
me figure out what'd happened, un- 
til I looked at my gun, and noticed 
that both barrels had gone off. 
Then me and the other fellows sat 
down to think about it, and this is 
what we reckon must've happened. 

I told you it was a good gun I 
-bad, but. il.must.have -been, even, 
more intelligent than I thought I 
figure it was a real fish gun, and 
not a horse pistol alter all. Because 
when it saw the fish. I was trying 
to shoot with one barrel, It knew 
I couldn't do it, and let go with 
both. 

But even that wasn't enough to 
kill this pike. The bullets hit him, 
and bounced off into the air, and 
killed two ducks that were flying 
overhead. And the backfire from 
the gun— it was so strong— knocked 
nte clear out of the water and on 
to the shore where the two ducks 
fell beside me. 

And then, another night, we 
heard this one . . ... 

Another way we used to go fish- 
ing in the old days was to get a 
plank about a foot wide, and cut 
it down at one end so we could get 
a hold on it And we would wade 
out into the water and strike the 
surface with the flat of the plank, 
and that would stun the fish, and 
they would all come to the top 
with their bellies up. The most ex- 
citing experience I ever had In 
that type of fUhing. I didn't catch 
a fish at all, I got something more 
important 

It was in the time when Rory 
O'Flaherty was shooting it up in 
these parts. One day they got a 
posse together and were chasing 
him all over the country. He was 
In a pretty bad spot, so he let his 
horse go, and Jumped into a slough 
to hide. He tried the old Indian 
trick of lying under the water and 
breathing through a reed. And he 
might have got away with it if I 
hadn't seen him Jump in. I ran back

It. was Friday night and the 
McGill University Contingent 
was on parade.

The strange thing 
about it all was that the farther 
one went the easier it became 
to go on. and the faster grew 
the rate of descent. 

Some, realizing the dangers 
into which they were headed, 
tried to preserve themselves by 
catching at th«se who were sUIl 
upright and staunch. This, how- 
ever, only resulted in their 
dragging to the depths those 
who might otherwise have 
never come to them. 

Soon, all were plunging mad- 
ly towards the darkest depths 
of Milton, with no one and noth- 
ing to save them from final 
. ruin. And thereafter they nev- 
er quite regained their regular 
and orderly manner of progress 
—until Sunday. 

On Sunday, they paraded 
again, this time for the benefit 
of their souls. As they marched 
to the church, their Joy at this 
opportunity to redeem them- 
selves was evident. At every 
second or third step they would 
give a little jump for joy and 
hum a little march, which, 
since it wasn't the same that 
the band was playing, usually 
resulted in another little Jump 
of joy half a minute later. 

And, when their souls were 
saved with the sermon, their 
bodies were built up with broth. 
Now the whole episode of fall 
and redemption may be for- 
gotten.

"We who form a united front 
against all forms of fascism and all I 
kinds of oppression, without any '■' 
distinction of country, race class 
and creed and who, with- weapons 
in our hands, fight in the' air,' on 
sea and on the land for the liberty 
of our peoples, bow to the memory 
of these heroic young victims of 
barbarian violence who died in the 
vanguard of the bBttle,;^adj|^,V|. 
their dying lit in thc^'ïîarknenl^âf f 
flame which can never be put out 
DECLARE that November 17 shall 
always be for us not only :the';^day^ 
on which free students everywhere^ 
shall pay tribute to their 
Czechoslovak fellows, but it shall 
also be the day when we will "re- 
member with fervent determina- 
tion the ideals for which they suf- 
fered. 

"Realising that the triumph of 
Nazism means among other things 
the death of culture everywhere 
and the destruction of unfettered 
learning,Cwt free students give our 
solemn promise to do all that is in 
our power to crush this brutal fas-/.,v 
cist violence and to dedlcatetciua^' 
selves to preventing its rene'im'^ 
any shape or form."

They paraded before people who might 
before have criticized them, but who could 
hardly doubt their einccrity after seeing the 
"determined look on their faces" as Briga- 
'dier Weeks put it. The onlookers could no 
longer call students shirkers, who fotind in 
theluniyersity an excellent means of hiding 
until the war was over. Hero were students, 
who deprived of the great joys that a uni- 
versity offers in peace time, had accepted 
the privilege of training to take the first 
etep in the leadership of tomorrow and that 
is leadership today in the armed forces. 

The Church parade yesterday was 
made particularly interesting by the inspir- 
ing sermon of Major Kilpatrick who set 
honor and chivalry as important virtues to 
be desired by all young men, and the short 
address of Brigadier Weeks, who took the 
salute, in which he expressed a high opin- 
ion of McGill'fl effort in the past, stating 
at the same time that he was sure McGill 
would continue .to provide military leaders 
in the future who would emulate those of 
the past.

We Are Shocked 

Last week we remembered those who 
died in the last Great War. It was a sol- 
emn occasion everywhere marked by the 
kying of wreaths and suitable ceremonies. 

In the Medical Building a wreath was 
placed under the tablet which commemor- 
ates those of the medical school who gave 
their lives during the war. Imagine then 
the surprise when it was discovered that 
Bomeone had desecrated the wreath by 
pulling off one of the poppies thereon, leav- 
ing the wreath lying on the floor. 

The incident in itself is small were it 
not for the fact that this was a memorial 
wreath. Whoever committed the deed ap- 
parently had no respect for those who died 
defending their country and the country of 
ihe committor of the deed. He showed a 
lack of reverence and a lack of apprecia- 
tion for deeds done for him and for his 
countrymen. 

It is to be hoped that whoever did this 
feels properly contrite and that there will 
never be a repitition of such a deed either 
Itéra or elsewhere, i

Virtually all movies may trace their origin 
to one of four sources: an original screenplay; 
a chapter of history; a best-selling novel; or a 
Broadway play. Ot the four, the lowest stand- 
ard by far is set by adaptations of successful 
East-coast dramatic offerings. The fault Is Hol- 
lywood's; not because so few stage scripts can 
pass through the Hays office unexpurgated, but 
because the California film colony assumes a 
much lower level ot audience intelligence than 
do Broadway and its road-clrcult satellites. 

"My Sister Eileen" Is a case in point. It be. 
gan as a series of stories In the New Yorker 
magazine, Ruth McKcnncy narrating with en- 
gaging style and appealing humour. Jerome 
Chodorov and Joseph Fields forthwith seized 
upon these anecdotes and compiled them Into a 
gagfcst with scant plot and little social sic 
nificance. New York Is still flocking to see 
this flimsy, hilarious play, as it continues on 
towards its second Broadway birthday. 

Hollywood, however, has taken this fetohlne 
panorama of Greenwich Village life and return- 
ed it to the conunonplace whence Miss Mc- 
Kenney raised it. The emphasis has been shift- 
ed from a vivid strcct-tcene through a base- 
ment window to the stale and boring adventure 
ot two girls who leave the Midwest against 
their father's advice to seek fame and fortune 
in the ^ig city. In liriving to obviate the dif- 
ficulty ot the single set, the picture has lost the 
background of unity that hold the play together 
and prevented it from lapsing into just another 
saga of the small-town girl and the metropoli- 
tan wolves. 

In view ot all this. It is most amazing to 
find that the screen version Is wTltten by the 
tame Messrs. Fields and Chodorov, and that 
the producer is none other than the identical 
Max (ïordon whose stage production of the 
same title is packing them into the Martin 
Beck Theatre just oft Times Square. There is 
no master touch, no lightness, no comedy sense 
in the movie edition; the timing is poor and the 
direction generally undistinguished. It is ap- 
palling how many lines that brought howls of 
laughter from dramatic audiences fall com- 
pletely flat or raise merely a passing titter. 

Under the circumstances, Rosalind Russell 
gives a creditable and hard-working perform- 
ance as the elder sister; inclced, she would ba 
one of the last people in Hollywood from whom 
one would expect an inferior job. Brian Ahcrne 
can act and act well; witness his roles in 
"Juarez" and in Howard Spring's "My Son, My 
Soni"; but his part here is exaggerated from a 
mere bit in the play, and on more than one oc- 
casion he gives evidence ot being miscast. 
Janet Blair as Eileen is exceptionally attrac- 
tive; unfortunately this is a department in 
which no Academy Award is given. George 
Tobias, who is as versatile a charactor actor as 
sereenland may boast, is a very bright spot as 
the artistic, unscrupulous Mr. Appopoulos. 
Elizabeth Patterson as Grandma Sherwood and 
Donald MacBrlde as an officer ot the law are 
also noteworthy. 

Those who have not seen the play will find 
the picture a slow-moving, second-rate comedy. 
Those who were fortunate enough to enjoy the 
atage production will feel that Hollywood has 
much to learn in many fields ot the science ot 
popular entertainment 

There is hope, however. The accompanying 
shorts include a "March ot Time" story of the 
Fighting French, showing famous and familiar 
faces of France's one-time great, and featuring 
phenomenal aerial photography from the nose 
of a hedge-hopping bomber. This alone is 
worth the price of admission. —V. C. G.

This may sound very callous, but the script 
writers In Hollywood certainly look advantage 
of the trcachbrous Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. However, they have used this immor- 
tal Incident to give the people some grade A 
propaganda for ihe Allied cause. 

The Princess Theatre presents this week a 
picture which affords us a close up view of the 
war in the Pacific. "Submarine Raider" is 
primarily a thriller. However, the director, 
Lew Lander, has achieved a feeling of suspense 
throughout the whole film, notwithstanding 
aome ot the obvious non-realism, as for exam- 
ple, the submarine conunander discussing plans 
and strategy with mere Naval ratings. 

The story, such as it is, is unimportant here. 
But the scenes on board the Jap aircraft carrier 
and in the U.S. submarine arc realistic enough. 
John Howard, acting (?) the submarine com- 
mander, certainly docs not impress us as an 
example of inspiring leadership. The girl is 
played by Marguerite Chapman and the por- 
trayal of the skulking Japanese officers is cer- 
tainly thorough enough to leave us with a feel- 
ing ot intense dislike for them, which was ac- 
tually the piurpose ot the film. 

"Meet the Stewarts" is a frothy, inoffenstv<> 
little item which tries to show what happens 
to an heiress who marries the boy from the 
other side of the tracks. When said heiress is 
forced to confine herself to a budget (for the 
husband is naturally too proud to teke any 
money from the .wealthy father) a series ot 
amusing and even riotous situations is the rC' 
suit. There Is a beautiful brawl at the end of 
the film which some of our professional l)oxers 
should see; for then they would know how to 
go through a barroom fracas and come out 
without a scar, and with a beautiful smile, like 
our Hollywood male heroes do. William Hol- 
den and Frances Dee play man and wife with 
good humor. The supporting cast gets into the 
mood of this "epic" and helps considerably. 

A newsreel, including scenes from the Afri- 
can campaign (we are told) completes an en- 
tertolning bill. .-C. J. L.

"Cairo" is one of the more disappointing 
pictures which come out ot Hollywood; dlsap 
pointing in that it begins excellently as a satire 
on American suburban Journalism, and mystery 
stories, but ruins the entire idea, suddenly by 
taking ila 'atlnine "hero" seriously and by in- 
terjecting masses ot cheaply patriotic fervor at 
the slightest provocation. It is as it the author 
changed his mind about the entire point of 
view, about a quarter of the way through the 
picture. 

By far the most appealing character in the 
story is the dusky and mysterious Nazi agent, 
Aiuncd Ben Hassan. But to say that the per- 
formance of the stars is adequate, is to compll 
ment them beyond their due. 

The gravest mistake, however, rests In the 
story. Unconvincing and often tedious the plot 
unwinds to a most original conclusion, wherein 
the small-town newspaperman niarries the 
movie star and invites a whole troop ship to 
celebrate with them. 

Robert Young appears somewhat out ot 
place in the naive role ot Homer Smith, best re- 
porter of "The Cavity Rock," voted to be the 
most typical small town paper in the U.S. But 
on one or two. occasions actually succeeds in 
being extremely fimny, but most ot the time he 
gives the impression that he is only acting in this 
picture, because he promised his producer, and 
is making the best ot a bad job. 

Jeanctte MacDonald looks as attractive as 
ever (except in a few close-ups when it ap 
pears the make-up man was unable to eradi 
cate all the wrinkles) and sings several reaS' 
onably attractive numbers in her flexible but 
tiresome voice. In fact Miss MacDonald would 
have left a more favorable impression it her 
quota ot songs had been slightly lower, and if 
she could have allowed more opportunity for 
Ethel Waters to display her truly remarkable 
vocal talents. Miss Waters is renowned for her 
unusual range, changing from a low contralto 
to a high soprano with no apparent effort; but 
in the picture only is her full talent in evidence 
on tare occasions. 

Reginald Ovtn gives an amusing burlesque 
ot a "British secret service agent," who later 
turns out to be a "Nazi." 

The rest ot the supporting cast do their best 
with badly constructed roles. Tlie added at- 
traction "The Falcon Takes Over" is hardly 
complimentary to George Sanders and will 
come as an anti-climax to fans who enjoyed bis 
performance in "Rebecca" and more recently 
"The Moon And Sixpence."

Layman's View 
The Editor, McGill Daily. 
Sir:- 

Tho article entitled "Inflation" in 
the McGill Daily, Nov. 11, deserves 
a compliment; it was so good that it 
might easily pass for one ot these 
government-sponsored educational 
features, designed to keep the feel- 
ings ot the multitude in the proper 
channels. In fact, that is the only 
fault ot the article— it foUows all 
the proper channels. 

Perhaps it will not be out ot 
place to add a few remarks on the 
inflation question. I- am not halt as 
well qualified as the writer ot the 
articlo is; but I have a layman's 
point ot view which also has some 
merits. 

In most wars, even in the days 
when sea-shells were used for 
money, there has been a splendid 
destruction of crops, houses, and 
goods that men need for their live- 
lihood. The result has been a lack 
ut these things, during and after 
the war. Now, since ' the goods 
are few but the number of sea- 
shells remains the same, it is only 
natural ihat people should pay a 
great deal more for the goods. 
Prices go up. There arc other eco- 
nomic complications to it if we 
want to be finicky; but this Is the 
essence ot war iiUlatlon. 

In the Utopia ot this Twentieth 
Century, however, most people 
would like to enjoy having a war, 
and cheering "for Victor}-," with- 
out suffering any ot the conse- 
quences, l.e, the lack ot necessities 
catued by splendid destruction. The 
learned may trail cobwebs of eco- 
nomic and other theories, contrive 
delicate manipulations of the social 
body, and argue that all can still 
be well. In fact, they may succeed 
to some extent: they may spread the 
need caused by war more talrly 
over this society, they may take 
fiomitlmwi'whoiUyeîiaiydra^^ 



call it "sacrifice," they may mask 
the lack of some goods under "ra- 
tioning." The necessary adjust- 
mente take place— caused by lack, 
and not by artificial "cj-clcs"— only 
these adjustments are prevented to 
take the form of a price rise. When 
the lack of food and necessities be- 
comes really Intense, as it has be- 
come in Europe, no one can adjust 
It satisfactorily; stomachs arc 
empty anyway. 

But people work. It is a plain 
fact that people work in war and 
otter war a great deal more than 
they do In peace. And they do not 
enjoy the fruits' of their labour- 
not if they are right in the war. 
They merely try in vain to keep 
their work up to the pace ot splen- 
did destruction. 

Will the government ever pay 
back to the people what it is now 
taking in bonds and certificates? In 
money, yes. In goods, never. After 
all. the government has no outside 
income; it can only give you what 
It takes from you. It can also teke 
from .you and diunp Into the war 
maehihé.\Tbesè are simple facts, but 



even expert economists pass them 
by. 

The principle ot all this is that,

McGill Misplay Sets 
Stage for Winning 
Touchdown by Dalgleish

For thirty minutea, the gallant Hcdmen battled through six 
inches of snow, on even terms with the mighty Verdun Grade, be 
fore Dalgleish snared a wild McGill lateral and scooted fifty-three 
yards for an unconverted touchdown to clinch the City Cham 
pionship. The hard-hitting McGill line and the weather continuée 
to keep Edwards, Atchison and Company in check for the rest of 
the game, and the last quarter saw a frustrated attempt by the 
Redmen to pull the game out of the fire through the air. 



The game was only a few minutes 
old, before Dalgleish sent the Qrads 
into an early lead, by kicking into 
touch behind the McGill goal line 
from the thirty yard line. Ewart 
Jones had recovered a fumble in 
McGill territory, which proved to 
be the first break of the game; for 
Dalgleish plunged for yards, and

Atchison and Edwards were find- 
ing trouble with the collegians line, 
and were spared considerable un- 
easiness when the former's first 
wild lateral pass bouneed into 
touch, so that the ball remained in 
Grads' pofsesslon for the time be- 
ing. Not long after, however, the 
fortunes teemed to swing In the 
opposite direction, .when Johnston 
pounced on a fumble on the Grads 
thirty yard line, and the Redmen 
began to threaten. After an ex- 
change of kicks, they were still 
deep in Verdun territory, Ted Fut 
terer lateralled to Johnny Wood- 
cock for eight yards, and then on 
the first play'of the second quarter, 
Fraser Farlinger plunged for yards. 

The Grads, however, continued to 
pass their way out of danger.
